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UPDATE  ON  FUNDING  ISSUES 

The  National  Board  of  Pacifica,  at  its  meeting  of  Septennber  24  25 
passed,  unanimously,  the  following  resolution  on  funding. 

PACIFICA  FOUNDATION  POLICY  ON  PROGRAM 
UNDERWRITING  AND  BUSINESS  FUNDING 
(Adopted  by  Pacifica  Foundation  Board  9/24/83) 

1.  Pacifica  reaffirms  that  listener-sponsorship  is  the  core  of  its  support 
and  should  continue  to  be  the  focus  of  its  fund  raising  efforts.  This  in- 
creased reliance  on  listener  support  shall  result  in  a  reduction  and  even- 
tual elimination  of  government  and  other  non-listener  support. 

2.  Pacifica  shall  accept  no  business  underwriting  for  any  radio  pro- 
gramming; and  being  particularly  sensitive  to  its  policies  as  they  affect 
news  and  public  affairs,  Pacifica  shall  not  accept  any  business  support 
for  any  purpose  for  Pacifica  Radio  news. 

3.  Except  as  modified  by  this  resolution,  the  present  policy  of  Pacifica 
concerning  underwriting  of  Pacifica  radio  programming  is  continued. 

[Present  Pacifica  Policy]  :  Stations  are  not  authorized  to  accept  under- 
writing of  programs  not  now  [October  1977]  on  the  air  without  the 
prior  approval  of  the  President. 

Adopted  October  1977. 

As  I  indicated  in  last  month's  report,  this  action  which  continues  our 
policy  with  respect  to  business  and  corporate  underwriting,  comes  as  no 
surprise.  It  should  provide  assurance  to  those  of  us  that  would  be  con- 
cerned about  any  change  in  the  fundamental  commitment  of  Pacifica 
to  listener-sponsorship. 

The  following  statement  was  issued  at  the  direction  of  the  Board  to 
report  its  actions  to  the  public. 

PACIFICA  FOUNDATION  REAFFIRMS 
COMMITMENT  TO  LISTENER  SPONSORSHIP 

Meeting  on  the  weekend  of  September  23  and  24  in  Washington,  D.C., 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Pacifica  Foundation  concluded  a  review  of 
its  policies  with  regard  to  funding.  The  Board  unanimously  reaffirmed 
"that  listener  sponsorship  is  the  core  of  Pacifica's  support"  and  corn- 
mited  itself  to  the  elimination  over  the  coming  years  of  government 
and  other  non-listener  support. 

Pacifica  will  accept  no  business  underwriting  for  any  radio  program- 
ming. (Underwriting  is  donation  of  funds  where  the  donor  designates 
the  programming  to  be  produced  with  the  money.)  Pacifica  continues 
to  be  willing  to  accept  corporate  and  business  support  for  the  equip- 
ment and  general  facilities  of  its  stations.  However,  recognizing  the  pe- 
culiar sensitivity  of  its  news  operations  to  its  sources  of  support, 
Pacifica   has  determined   that   it  will   accept  no  business  support  for  its 

radio  news.

"CRISIS  IN  CENTRAL 
AMERICA:  A  GUIDE  FOR 
WORKING  PEOPLE" 


On  Saturday,  November  19, 
KPFK  will  air  another  in  the  series 
of  national  call-in  programs  from 
the  Institute  for  Labor  Education 
on  the  issues  of  concern  to  labor  in 
the  United  States.  This  one,  origi 
nating  in  New  York  City  and  com- 
ing to  us  via  satellite,  will  focus 
on  U.S.  policy  in  Central  America 
and  the  implication  of  that  policy 
for  working  people.  According  to 
the  program's  Associate  Producer, 
Erica  Hunt,  the  goal  of  the  program 
is  to  "widen  the  dialogue  on  public 
policy  issues,  especially  our  govern 
ment's  policy  in  Latin  America.  We 
hope  to  encourage  people  to  make 
the  fine  distinction  between  the 
interests  of  U.S.  policy  and  those  of 
America's  working  people. 
The  program,  produced  by  the 
Institute  for  Labor  Education  will 
feature  two  groups  of  panelists. 
During  the  first  hour,  beginning  at 
9:00  a.m.,  speakers  will  include  Dr. 
Charlie  Clemmons,  a  physician 
from  Southern  California  who  is 
now  practicing  medicine  in  rural 
areas  of  El  Salvador;  Patricia  Mines 
a  Maryknoll  lay  missioner  who 
works  in  Nicaragua  and  files  reports 
with  Pacifica  National  News;  and 
Max  Singer,  the  founder  and  former 
president  of  the  Hudson  Institute. 
At  10  a.m.,  listeners  will  join  a 
second  panel  including  Dave  Dyson 
of  ACTWU,  Secretary  to  the 
National  Labor  Committee  in 
Support  of  Democracy  and  Human 
Rights  In  El  Salvador;  Bill 
Leogrande,  Director  of  Political 
Science  at  American  University; 
and  Michael  Skoll,  Deputy  Director 
of    Political    Planning   at   the   U.S. 


State  Department.  The  moderator 
will  be  Scott  Simon. 

Listeners  from  some  40  cities 
across  the  country  where  the  pro- 
gram will  be  airing  live  will  be  invi- 
ted to  call  collect  212-279-3400  to 
ask  questions  or  add  their 
to  those  of  the  panelists. 

Producer  Hunt  says  that  although 
the  topic  may  not,  on  the  surface, 
seem  as  related  to  issues  of  labor  as 
those  covered  in  previous  programs, 
in  actuality,  it  is  of  extreme  impor- 
tance to  working  people.  "Central 
America  has  the  potential  to  be 
another  Vietnam,  "she  says  and  if 
that  happens,  the  sons  and  daugh- 
ters of  the  working  class  would  be 
the  ones  to  go  fight.

In  all  other  respects,  the  Pacifica  Board  reaffirmed  its  present  policies 
on  program  underwriting.  Since  1977,  Pacifica  has  had  a  policy  of  accept- 
ing no  program  underwriting  except  with  the  prior  approval  of  the  Pres- 
dent  of  the  Foundation. 

In  other  actions,  the  Board  approved  in  principle  a  reorganization  of 
its  governance  structure  which  will  redefine  and  increase  the  authority  of 
the  Executive  Director,  the  Chair  of  the  Board,  and  the  Board  itself.  The 
position  of  President  of  the  Foundation  will  be  dropped  when  the  reorga- 
nization is  put  into  effect,  expected  to  be  after  the  January  1984  Board 
meeting. 

Sharon  Maeda,  Pacifica's  Executive  Director  for  the  last  3  years,  has 
agreed  to  remain  in  office  pending  the  filling  of  the  newly  defined  posi- 
tion of  Executive  Director,  at  which  time  her  resignation  will  become 
effective.  A  special  Oversight  Committee  of  the  Board,  including  Delfino 
Varela  and  Ying  Lee  Kelley,  has  been  appointed  to  work  closely  with 
the  Executive  Director  in  the  planning  and  execution  of  her  responsibi- 
lities. The  Executive  Director  will  concentrate  her  activities  on  develop- 
ment and  administration  of  the  National  Units;  the  President  will  focus 
his  activities  on  the  functioning  of  the  Board,  policy  development  and  on 
the  oversight  of  station  management. 

The  actions  of  the  Pacifica  Board  of  Directors  at  the  meeting  resolved 
some  important  questions  of  funding  policy.  The  Board  has  rededicated 
itself  to  the  proposition  that  only  listener  sponsorship  can  guarantee 
Pacifica  the  independent  and  critical  stance  in  news,  public  affairs,  and 
cultural  programming  which  is  its  mandate.  As  the  Articles  of  Incorpo- 
ration state,  Pacifica's  purpose  is: 

"in  radio  broadcasting  operations  to  engage  in  any  activity  that 
shall  contribute  to  a  lasting  understanding  between  nations  and 
the  individuals  of  all  nations,  races,  creeds  and  colors;  to  gather 
and  disseminate  information  on  the  causes  of  conflict  between 
any  and  all  of  such  groups;  and  through  all  means  compatible 
with  the  purposes  of  this  corporation,  to  promote  the  study  of 
political  and  economic  problems  and  the  causes  of  religious, 
philosophical  and  racial  antagonisms. 

"In  radio  broadcasting  operations  to  promote  to  full  distribu- 
tion of  public  information;  to  obtain  access  to  sources  of  news 
not  commonly  brought  together  in  the  same  medium;  and 
to  employ  such  varied  sources  in  the  public  presentations  of 
accurate,  objective  and  comprehensive  news  on  all  matters 
vitally  affecting  the  community." 


The  restructuring  of  Pacifica's  governance  pattern  is  felt  by  the  Board 
to  increase  its  ability  to  carry  out  its  responsibilities  as  trustee  of  the 
Pacifica  dream.  It  is  designed  to  clarify  roles  and  prevent  matters  of 
policy  difference  from  becoming  entangled  in  personality  conflicts.

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DEVELOPMENT  PLANS 

As  the  new  year  approaches  we  are  making  plans  for  major  celebrations 
and  fund-raising.  We  are  in  the  early  stages  of  planning  a  25th  Anniversary 
Event  that  can  make  a  substantial  contribution  to  the  financial  health 
of  KPFK. 

We  have  also  taken  under  consideration  an  idea  presented  by  KPFK 
board  member  Larry  Steinberg.  Attached  is  a  short  questionnaire  des- 
cribing the  Olympics  Housing  Project.  It  could  provide  more  than 
$100,000  to  KPFK,  and  make  a  strong  statement  of  international  under- 
standing, and  support  for  the  Olympics  spirit  as  originally  intended.  I 
hope  that  you  will  be  able  to  participate  in  this  exciting  project.  If  we 
get  a  strong  enough  response  we  will  undertake  to  organize  it. 


PACIFICA  OLYMPIC  HOUSING  PROJECT  QUESTIONNAIRE 

It  has  been  proposed  that  KPFK  coordinate  low  cost  housing  for  the  1984 
Olympics.  In  order  to  do  this  KPFK  listeners  would  have  to  donate  the 
rental  of  their  houses  and/or  sleeping  rooms.  KPFK  would  seek  to  house 
families  of  athletes  from  around  the  world,  as  well  as  Pacifica  listeners 
from  the  other  four  station  signals  areas.  We  would  charge  a  low  fee  per 
night.  The  station  would  receive  all  of  the  proceeds,  provide  insurance 
for  damage  or  breakage,  you  as  the  donor  would  receive  a  tax  deduction 
for  the  value  donated.  We  are  planning  on  charging  815  a  night  for  the 
sixteen  nights  of  the  Olympic  games.  That  would  be  3240  per  sleeping 
space.  If  we  could  locate  1000  places  it  would  be  $240,000  for  KPFK, 
less  the  expenses  of  organizing  the  effort. 

Our  effort  would  be  to  support  the  original  Olympic  spirit  and  counter 
the  commercial  mentality  which  has  characterized  the  Olympics.  Pacifica 
was  founded  in  the  spirit  of  peace,  and  such  would  be  the  internation- 
alist spirit  of  our  efforts.

If  you  send 
a  check  for  a  pledge  payment  with- 
out a  bill,  you  might  get  credit  for 
a  new  subscription  and  still  be  bil- 
led for  your  original  pledge. 
First  Class  Folio  Mailing. 
The  Folio  is  mailed  Second  Class, 
and  should  take  2  to  5  days  to  get 
to  most  places.  Unfortunately,  our 
experience  has  not  been  good,  esp- 
ecially with  outlying  areas.  First 
Class  mailing  is  available  for  $10  ex- 
tra per  year  (prorated  at  85  cents 
per  month  for  current  subsrciptions). 
If  you  get  your  Folio  on  time  but 
would  like  to  receive  it  well  before 
the  first  of  the  month,  you  may  want 
to  get  the  First  Class  service. 
I  Didn't  Get  My  Folio  .  .  . 
The  Folio  is  mailed  before  the  24th 
of  the  month.  If  you  have  not  re- 
ceived your  Folio  by  the  first  of  the 
month: 

1)  Check  your  subscription  expira- 
tion date  on  the  previous  Folio  mail- 
ing label  (upper  right  hand  corner  of 
label). 

2)  Make  sure  you  haven't  moved 
without  notifying  us. 

3)  If  you  haven't  moved  and  are  cur- 
rently enrolled  as  a  subscriber,  con- 
tact your  local  postmaster  about  de- 
livery. 

4)  Send  us  a  previous  Folio  label 
with  an  explanatory  note  and  request 
a  new  Folio  be  sent  to  you. 


Moving  /  Address  Changes. 

If  you  move,  your  Folio  will  not  be 
forwarded  unless  you  have  requested 
Second  Class  forwarding  from  the 
Post  Office.  The  best  way  to  expedite 
an  address  change  and  assure  contin- 
ued receipt  of  the  Folio  is  to  contact 
us  in  writing  6  weeks  before  you 
move,  giving  us  your  name,  old  zip- 
code,  and  new  address.  There  is  an 
address  form  on  the  back  page  of  the 
Folio  that  you  can  clip:  it  already 
has  your  current  mailing  label  on  its 
back.  Always  include  your  account 
number  at  the  top  of  your  Folio  la- 
bel for  instant  handling.  Address 
changes  that  we  get  back  from  the 
Post  Office  cost  us  25  cents  apiece. 
Changes  can  take  8  weeks  to  affect 
your  account. 
Prisoner  Subscriptions. 
KPFK  sends  a  free  subscription  to 
any  prisoner  upon  request. 
Cassette  Folios  for  the  Print  Hand- 


icapped.The  Folio  is  available  on 
cassette  (returnable)  to  all  print 
handicapped  subscribers.  If  you'd 
like  to  receive  the  Cassette  Folio, 
please  tear  off  the  address  label  on 
the  back  of  your  Folio  and  send  it 
along  with  a  note  (or  you  may  call). 
Within  2  months,  you'll  be  receiving 
your  complete  program  guide  on 
cassette.  The  cassettes  are  returned 
to  us  at  the  end  of  each  month  to  be 
re-used. 

Exchange  Mailing  Lists. 
KPFK  exchanges  and  rents  its  sub- 
scriber lists  to  other  organizations  of 
common  interest  (Channel  28,  Ralph 
Nader,  ACLU,  etc.).  If  you  don't 
want  to  be  on  exchange  mailing  lists, 
send  your  Folio  label  to  the  Subscri- 
ptions Department  and  ask  for  an 
"NJ"  code.  Your  name  will  then  be 
automatically  excluded  from  all  mail- 
ings except  for  the  Folio  and  other 
communications  from  KPFK.
